IN BOSTON MARKETS. 


Trade In l>ry Goods — lloota Mud Sbo#«« 


l*ro<luce <>uoli4tiuui. 


Boston. Sept. 22. — The volume of dry 


goods trade shows a further increase 
this week with retailers and jobbeis, 
and the market is steadily working into 
satisfactory condition. Fall fabrics are 
beginning to move freely and the dis- 
tribution for the remainder of the month 
promises to be quite liberal. 
Orders 


from the interior have increased, and 
country dealers have begun to realize 
that the people will want-considerable 
goods before the winter sets in. 


] 'rices as a rule continue low and more 


or less in buyers' favor, but as trade 
gains force and duplicate lots are want- 
ed. a stronger tendency will be devel- 
oped 
This change will probably be felt 


In both cottons arid woolen fabrics, as 
stocks are not large and a few weeks of 
brisk trade would reduce supplies ma- 
terially. At present everybody is work- 
ing on close margins, owing to the sharp 
competition and the desire of sellers to 
keep goods moving, but once there is a 
shortage of seasonable goods and the 
demand is likely to be large than the 
supply, better prices will be realized. 


The shoe trade is In just about the 


same condition as last week. Jobbers 
are placing small orders and are hurry- 
Ing up goods for shipment, but they are 
resisting the advance asked on spring 
goods. 
Manufacturers say that they 


could have plenty of work if they would 
accept the pi ices ofl'eivd. but when they 
cannot figure out any margin of profit 
they think they had better wait for fur- 
ther developments. 
All are in hop< s 


that buyers \\ill soon have to pay thf> 
prices asked, as leather holds up at full 
rates and hides are gaining strength. 
and the large factories have about used 
up all the cheap stock on hand. In the 
meantime encouraging reports continue 
to come from the west and southwest, 
where large quantities of s.hoes are be- 
ing distributed, and it seems as if a fair 
basis of prices should soon be estab- 
lished. 


The strUie in Brockton is causing some 


uneasiness, and there Is danger of its 
spreading to other towns in the vicinity, 
but It is hoped that the troubles will be 
adjusted this week. The shipments of 
footwear from Boston for the week ag- 
gregate 90,726 cases, against 86,211 cases 
the previous week, and 81,618 eases the 
corresponding week last year. This 
shows an Increase over last week and 
last year. The total since Jan. 1 is 3,215,- 
8H' cases, an increase of 230,691 cases as 
compared with same time last year.

Two of the engineers of tbe govern- 


ment coast surveying corps, which is 
now making a survey of the harbor and 
coast in this vicinity, were in this city 
last evening and the statements they 
made to some of our citizens in regard 
to our harbor -were remarkable. 


"Talk about deep harbors," said one 


of the engineers, "why, this is the 
grandest harbor without an exception, 
on the Atlantic coast. 


• In the narrows below the uavy yard 


there is one hundred and four feet of 
water at low tide, and off Seavey's is- 
land, opposite the prison stockade there 
is over ninty feet of water at low tide. 


"At the shallowest place from the 


narrows to Portsmouth bridge there is 
over forty feet of water at low tide. 


"Wo lound some very deep holes 


which run a long distance and the river 
is fiea from the hills which are usually 
found in rivers. 


"It seems as though the Portsmouth
